REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FELLOW CitIzENs OF FREMONT: | 
I respectfully submit the following Report :— 

Our schools have been prosperous for the past year, and well attend- 
ed. ‘There is, I think, an increasing interest, with parents, in our 
schools; more enquiry after their welfare; and oftener seen in the 
school-room. This is as it should be, and I trust there will be a contin- 
uance of well-doing, till the indifferent are awakened to feel it their 
duty and pleasure to look after their little ones while they are at school. 
It would give great encouragement to all; both teacher and scholar will 
strive to do better if parents exercise a little interest in their affairs. 


Below is presented a glance at each district, and a few thoughts that 
suggested themselves as to the success of each. The remarks might 
be easily extended, but I think it better at the present time to be as 
brief as the subject will allow. 


District No. I. 
JOHN C. SANBORN, Prudential Committee. 
Amount of school money $112.86. 

SuMMER TERM—Length of school 14 weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars 27; average attendance 18; instances of tardiness 65; instances of 
dismissals 83; visits by citizens and others 9; wages of teacher per 
month, including board, $17.00. 

WINTER TERM—Length of school 11 weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars 30; average attendance 23; instances of tardiness 48; instances of 
dismissals 88; visits by citizens and others 83; not absent one half day 
2; wages of teacher, including board, per month, $20.00. 

Both terms were taught by Miss SARAH E. FRENCH, who well sus- 
tained her reputation as a successful teacher. It is always a pleasure 
to visit her school, everything passes off so nicely and smoothly. The 
recitations at the close of each term were very creditable, showing that 
there must have been a patient thorough drilling in the every day rou- 
tine of the school-room. There was a class in Algebra, also in Physi- 
ology, and one well advanced in Arithmetic.

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District No. 2. 
Prudential Committee, ORLANDO W. DAVIS. 
Amount of school money $122.96. 

SuMMER TERM—Length of school 10 weeks; whole number of 
scholars 88; average attendance 33; instances of tardiness 3; instances 
of dismissals 12; visits by citizens and others 7; number of pupils not 
absent one half day 4; wages of teacher per month, including board, 
$20.00. 

The teacher, Miss BriInA E. CRANE, was prompt and energetic in 
government, and had every appearance of keeping a good orderly school. 
There was just a trifle too much indifference noticed on the part of 
some scholars—that is to say, there was not that free, cordial, harmoni- 
ous, co-working spiri, between pupils and teacher that secures the 
- greatest benefit from ten or twelve weeks of school; but the record 
speaks its own praises; the attendance was excellent. 

WintER TERM—Length of school 12 weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars 41; average attendance 29; instances of tardiness 17; instances of 
dismissals 24; visits by citizens and others 9; number of pupils not 
absent one half day 3; wages of teacher per month, including board, 
$21.00. This term was taught by Miss SARAH M. Tinton. It proved 
a successful school, one of the best; good progress was made—the pupils 
industrious and quiet. The three or four large classes in Mental 
Arithmetic was a very commendable feature, and worthy of imitation. 

District No. 3. 
‘ Jos1An B. Rosprnson, Prudential Committee. 
Amount of money assigned this District $90.48. 

Summer Term—Length of school 9 weeks; whole number of scholars 
32; average attendance 24; instances of tardiness 42; instances of dis- 
missals 7; visits by citizens and others 23; pupils not absent one half 
day 5; wages of teacher per month, including board, $21.00. Miss. E. 
J, LAZELTINE, teacher. I did not visit this school at the commencement ; 
at the close the recitations were very good; a fair progress was appar- 
ent from last year, and good discipline seemed to be maintained. 

WINTER TERM—Length of school 7 weeks; whole number of differ- 
ent scholars 29; average attendance 28; instances of tardiness 50; in- 
stances of dismissals 14; pupils not absent one half day 2; visits by 
citizens and others 33; wages of teacher per month, including board, 
$24; 4 pupils made Algebra a study, 10 Composition, 6 History, and 1 
Book-Keeping. Miss Susan L. BEEDE taught this term. Unfortu- 
nately I was unable to visit this school at the close. The Register does 
not look very black, and as there was several advanced classes I should 
Judge that it might have been an interesting and profitable school. 
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District No. 4. 
Prudential Committee, GEoRGE L. SANBORN. 
Amount of school money $48.16. 

¥rrst TeERmM—Whole number of scholars 16; average attendance 15; 
instances of tardiness 13; instances of dismissals 15; number of pupils 
not absent one half day 4; visits by citizens and others 15. 

Srconp TrERM—Whole number of scholars 15: average attendance 
14; instances of tardiness 10; instances of dismissals 12; notabsent one 
half day 2; wages, both fees per month, including board, $14; each 
term 7 eeka f in length. 

Miss SARAH F. TiLtron taught bothterms. This being her first effort 
in school-teaching, so much might not have been expected as from an 
experienced teacher, yet it is gratifying to say that it was an excellent 
scheol. The discipline was good, being easily and firmly maintained ; 
the teacher showed an aptitude to teach and illustrate, and can be safely 
recommended as a first class teacher. .
